No deductions of deficits or losses in 
the second class will be allowed to 
be made from the first class, but a 
deficit or loss in A may be deducted 
from B. 

There is also a fuller statement of 
the, government's interpretation re- 
garding. dependents. The ruling on 
this point readg as follows:— 


“Any taxpayer claiming statutory 
exemption on account of any person 
alleged to be dependent upon him 
for support, in order to be entitled 
to such exémption, must show that 
during any taxing period (a) the 
4 .eged dependent was a member of 
taxpayer's household continuously, 
acd (b) was solely and substantially 
if not wholly, dependent upon taa- 
payer for support; and (c) was not 
in receipt of wagés, salary, remun- 
erations, pensions, gratuities, profits 
or other .igca@me whatsoever fru.o 
any source, in excess of $200; and 
(d) is comsanguineously related to 
taxpayer or legally entitled to sup- 
port,” 

If the alleged dependent resides 
elsewhere the taxpayer must show 
that he has contributed $400 or more 
toward the dependent’s support. It 
is also provided that any person with 
an income in excessl of $400 sha. 
not be deemed to be a dependent 
person,
